of Cleveland, but she was selected on 
the first ballot by the decisive vote 
of 13 in her favor to four for Colum- 


bus, 
notwithstanding the Capital was 


represented before the committee by 
citizens who put'forth her allegeti 
claims. Those "claims" when boiler 
down, consisted merely of a state- 
ment of her willingness to have the 
convention come here if the commit- 
tee saw fit. It was the coldest-blood- 
ed proposition ever submitted to any 
such body of men in this state o' 
probably in ahy other. No induce- 
ments were offered for the convention 
and no special anxiety displayed to 
JKave it come here. Naturally the 
Republican committee in selecting 
Tuesday and Wednesday, May 27-28, 
as the date of the convention, select- 
ed Cleveland as the place. As a matte-- 
of fact the members would have se- 
lected Shadeville or Mudsoc in prefer- 
ence to Columbus under the circum- 
stances. 


This summary treatment of 
th- 


capital by the Republicans raises th-' 


the limit and forced the Republican 
majority to assume responsibility for 
all of them.

There Is no man of science now liv- 


ing whose pronouncement on almost 


I any 
scientific question would have 


equal weight' With tiiat of Lord Kelvin. 
says Garrctt P. Serviss in the New 
York Journal. Consequently his opin- 
ions on scientific matters now promi- 
nently before the public mind possess 
special Interest and importance. The 
first question that I asked him the oth- 
er evening related to the navigation of 
the air. Lord Kelvin naturally does 
not "wish to appeal 'its' criticising Sir. 
Santos personally, and bis reply is to 
be taken in a general sense as bearing 
only upon the subject of aerial naviga- 
tion without particular reference to the 
Brazilian inventor. , He was very em 
phatic in the declaration that there is 
nothing practical about dirigible air- 
ships. , 


"Do you think it possible," 1 asked 


him "for an airship to be guided across 
the Atlantic ocean?'' 


"Not possible at all," he replied. 
"On what ground do you think that 


the airship is impracticable?" 


"Because no motive power can drive 


a balloon through the air." 


"Your objection, as I understand it 


rests upon tue<umvieldiness.of the bal- 
loon, but how about the aeroplane? Do 
you think that'tliat is practicable?" 


"Xo; no more than the other." 
"Then irr cannot navigate the air at 


all in a coniincrelnl way?" 


"Xo; I think it cannot 'be done. No 


balloon aod no aeroplane will ever be 
practically successful." 


"But, Lord Kelvin, yon remember 


the experiments of the German, Lin- 
denthal, who used a gliding machine. 
starting from an elevation sind riding 
down the slope^of the air?" 


"Yes, but LindenthaJ simply threw 


away his life.,, He was killed during his 
experiments, and later on another gen- 
ileinan who ha-1 undertaken tlie same 
sort of flying also< sacrificed his life. 
They both threw away their lives with- 
out any possibility of success in what 
they were undertaking to do." 


"Then it would appear that, in your 


opinion, we have no hope of solving the 
problem of aerial navigation in any 
way?" 


"Xo; I do not think there is any hope. 


Neither the balloon, nqr the aeioplane, 
iior the gliding machine will be a prac- 
tical success. The balloon is the best 
of all.'.' ; 


"But you think that the principal of 


the balloon cannot lie applied to make a 
successful airship?" 


"No; I do not." 
This very decided opinion of Lord 


Kelvin on the impracticability of any 
of the present methods of solving the 
problem of aerial navigation certainly 
seems to throw a wet blanket on the 
whole matter. 


But on the next subject that w'e ap- 


proached Lord Kelvin had a very dif- 
ferent kind of an 'Opinion to express. 
This was wireless telegraphy. In re- 
gnid,to that^his opirtion was not only 
favorable, but almost enthusiastically 
so. He thoroughly believes in the suc- 
cess oT the Marconi system. 


*)n look, then, for a rapid practical 


development of the system of trans- 
ocean wireless telegraphy?" 


"Yes; 1 do." 
"Do you think that the system can 


he extended over tlie land also as suc- 
cessfully as over the sea?" 


"That remains to be seen. I think it 


can be, but very likely the transmis- 
sion over the ocean will be easier than 
over the land."

MAMMOTH BIRDCAGE. 


One of the Little Knon-u Attractions 


of the National Capital. 


Washington, in addition to its othei 


attractions, possesses the largest bird 
cage in the United States, perhaps "ir 
the world. It is 110 by 220 feet ground 
dimensions and 130 feet bigb and it- 
located in the very heart of tbe city 
at the busiest point in a busy section 
It is, in fact the court of the post 
office building, and at times it is filled 
with sparrows, their twittering filling 
the air and lending a strange incon 
gruity to the otherwise solemn sui 
roundings of the great building. 


The birds enter the glass covered 


court through the ventilating slats at 
the north and south ends near the peak 
of the roof, and only by accident do 
they find their way again to the open 
air. .At times there are scores of them 
flying about within tbe inclosure; then 
a few disappear and others enter. Over 
the mailroom, on the -- ground floor. 
there is a flat glass covered roof, par- 
titioned off with planks, and on these 
latter are arranged many palms from 
the botanical gardens. 


Among these the birds disport them 


selves as in tropical freedom, and~were 
food supplied them there is small dottbi 
that they would engage to remain In 
definitely in such comfortable quarters. 
for after the first fright at seeming 
-capture of a new bird the little crca 
hires seem to adapt themselves happily 
to their new quarters, nnd only when 
the pangs of hunger attack them do 
they make any attempt to find their 
way again to the open.— Washington 
Times.

Mr. Frederic Emory, chief of the bu- 


reau o£ foreign commerce, made pub- 
lic the other day an interesting ex- 
tract ^froni that portion of the report 
011 the commercial relations of tha 
United States tvhich deals with our 
trade with Mexico, Cential America 
and the West Indies, cays the Wash- 
ington Poit. 


Our goods are favorably known In 


Mexico, it is stated, but in • certain 
'lines, such j,i ,dry goods, hats, shoes, 
notions and men and women's furnish- 
ings, our exporters seem to have made 
practically no attempt to gain the 
Mexican trade. Americans are more 
fully realizing that they must accom- 
modate themeehek to the •wants 'and 
peculiarities of the Mexicans, and as 
a result trade is growing. Many Unit- 
ed States houses ha\e adopted the 
plan of sending out young Mexicans or 
Cubans as traveling salesmen. These 
men are acquainted with the wants ot 
the Latin-Ameiican trade, and excel- 
lent results Ime been achieved. Busi- 
ness failures are rare in Mexico. For 
example, in Mazatlan ttiere has been 
only one in the last fifteen years, and 
that was due to the failure of the 
main house in Paris. Commercial trav- 
elers who come to Mexico, it is stated, 
will find a conservative class of mer- 
chants, who take pride in paying their 
debts promptly. 


Attention is called to an interesting 


experiment which American firms are 
trying in the shape of a floating sam- 
ple store. A vessel is to leave the 
United States for the western coast of 
Mexico, Central America and South 
America having for sale samples of 
merchandise of all kinds suitable for 
tropical trade, each line of goods be- 
ing in chaise of an expert salesman. 
American enterprise has figured con- 
spicuously in the development of the 
large city of Monterey, its water 
works, jewerage, gas plants, railwajs 
and foundries being for the most part 
American. 


In the Danish West Indies the im- 


ports, from the United Slates are ad- 
vancing yearly in spite of trade de- 
pression. The uncertainty of commu- 
nication Is the main drawback to our 
trade, it is stated. At one period of 
last year fifty-two days passed without 
a single direct steamer to the United 
States. 


In. Guatemala our machinery is high- 


ly -appreciated, -though Hs -delicacy -will 
not admit of the important handling of 
the Indian labor universal to the coun- 
try. However, it is realized that it is 
far superior to other machinery In the- 
matter of fuel economy, and as the fuel 
supply of tbe country grows less each 
year this fact is expected greatly to in- 
crease the sale of American machinery. 


Three-fourths of the imports of Hon- 


duias coinc from the United States, but 
trade tnat should have been ours bas 
been diverted to Germans on account of 
the close quarantine of tbe Louisiana 
board of health during the past year. 
In Jamaica the United States hns sup- 
planted England in many lines of sale, 
and shoes, cotton goods and coal are 
aimosf exclusively supplied by us. An 
increasing quantity of goods is being 
consumed In the Dutch West indies, 
more than half of the imports now be- 
ing American. Our machinery, bus a 
firm foothold "in Guadeloupe. tand our 
trade is good In Haiti, though it would 
be improved, it is stated, if United 
States merchants were willing to ex- 
tend the credits granted by European 
sellers. Three years ago it was hard- 
ly possible to find a shoe or hat of 
American make in Santo Domingo. 
Now these articles arc handled by a 
number of bouses, and trade in other 
Hues is increasing largely. Besides So 
per cent of the provision trade, we sup- 
ply all of tbe lumber that is Imported 
and a good portion of other building 
material*.
